An Interesting Decision. 


Property owner&and municipal -author-

the Delaware county count. Ii has here- 
tofore generally been supposed that cit- 
ies or boroughs were responsible for dam- 
ages, where such were claimed for injur- 
ies sustained where persons fell on de- 
fective streets or pavements that were 
negligently permitted to exist. 
The 


courts now decide that the citizen on 
whose property the unsafe roadway or 
sidewalk was continued is responsible 
for damages resulting. 


The case in illustration was that of 


Mrs. Margaret Lee, of Chester, who fell 
tin a broken pavement and injured her 
leg. She sued city and was awarded $3- 
-31.50 damages. The solicitor for Ches- 
ter then entered a claim for the amount 
against the First National bank, which 
owned the property on which the acci- 
dent occurred, and the courts ruled that 
the bank was accountable.

Prince of Liechtenstein Has Keeu In- 


visible for Forty Wars. 


Hidden away in the exquisitely 


picturesque and magnificent castle of 
Eisgrnb, ia Moravia, and an old world 
ruler has just celebrated in solitude 
the fortieih anniversary of his acces- 
sion to the throne. -He is not insane. 
On the contrary.he is one of the most 
intellectually brilliant as well as the 
most kind-hearted of European sover- 
eigns. Yet during these forty years 
he has been practically invisible to 
the world. Xo one save his ouly 
brother and his confidential secretaries 
and servants know even what he looks 
like, and his subjects, like the rest of 
the people on the continent, can only 
form con"eeisires as to the nature oi 
his appearance. 


This herniit ruler is the reigning 


prince of Liechtenstein, an independ- 
ent 
sovereign, who. theore'icaiiv. is 


still iu a state o: war against Prussia. 
For, when, in lSij;j. :lie various sover- 
eign states of Germany were called 
upon to array tuemselveseither on the 
side of Austria or of Prussia, the 
Prince of Liechtenstein cast i» his lot 
with Austria, boldly declared against 
Prussia, ai:d put ou a war fooling his 
army of about ~JDO men. 


Afier the conclusion of the cam- 


paign Prussia concluded peace with 
tiie various states that 
hail taken 


part in the coaliict. 
But soiiiehow or 


other the principality of Liechten- 
stein was overlooked or forgotten by 
Bismarck, and as if his attention hud 
been drav.-n to the matter it v.vr.ld 
l>a\ e r^suited in a demand for indeiui:i- 
ti^s, the pri::c-e naturally forebore to 
ca-1 the attention of Prussia io the 
liegicct. 
Xo peace having been con- 


ci'.iile-".. therefore, between tiie two 
countries, they are theoretically still 
ia a .-ia;e of war. 


Few people are aware of tbe reason 


for this i:iysi;-ri.!-.is seclusion of the 
Prince o: JJiecIite;i--steiu. wLo. in spite 
of the siiiallness of his domiuiui-s. is 
one of the very wealthiest rulers oi 
the work!. 
The fact of the matter is 


that he is afiilcted with au intestinal 
aiiment of such a character as to debar 
him. fro-ii tL-j society cf 
his fellow- 


creatures, aim to render his isolation 
necessary. 


He enroriaiss large parties of guests 


at his vari_us castles dv.ringtheshoot- 
ing s?;is:j:i. Rii-l likewise iu his pa-ace 
at Vienna during the carnival week. 
Br.t while Lis guests are never per- 
mitted to want for anything, and are 
shr.vly overwhelmed with, delicate at- 
ie:iuons, tLey ;;ever set eyes on their 
ho^t throughout the entire tfuie they 
are underneath his ix-of. and if they 
have anvthing to.comiiiunicate to him 
they must do so by letter. 


It is a very sad life, and yet that it 


lias n >t rendered the prince a misan- 
thrope is shov.-n by his boundless 
charity and philanthropy and by the 
number of hi? stientidc studies and 
works which have won for him the 
honorary meiubership of the Imperial 
A;-a:louiy of Science of Austria. He is 
clc-^e r.^on sixty years of age now.

company of Duhiih. Mini)., which has 
a contract for cuttiag many millions 
of feet of piue ia reservations on 
the 


south shore of Lake Superior. 
The 


conipaay's contracts were made with 
the ladiaa bureau. 
The Indians not 


only get money for their timber, which 
is iavested by the government aad 
paid to them iu installments, but they 
are also kept at work so long as the 
timber remaias oa their lauds, thus 
giving them employiaeat and te; ehiag 
them aa occupatioa. 


Oa the Bed'Cliff, 
Bad River aad 


Lac de Flambeau reservations there 
are sawiai'is. e.ich L-uilr and operated 
under this agreement with ihe ladiaa 
bureau, aad all the adult male Indians 
who waat to work are kept busy al! 
the year rouad. 
They have sold their 


timber for a large price, the govern- 
ment i:a^ put their money into bonds 
aad pays them the interest, it gives 
ihc-ai niaay other favors, and tliey are 
able to eara enough to kerp them- 
selves aad their families ia comfort, so 
that ia time every Ciiipj?ewa family ou 
these reservatioas ougln to be well oil". 
For years there has not beea a 
tia>e 


whea these Indians were ia need of 
food, Uor have they ever become beg- 
gars, as laost oilier reds have when 
once removed from their original ter- 
ritory. 


The experiment o: working these 


Indians was undertaken with consid- 
erable iiaii.iitv, but it has proven suc- 
cessii'l. It has beea fonad that three 
uiea must be kept ready for the work 
that two whites would do. two work- 
ers and a "sub."' for tiie Indian 
will 


not work long at a stretch. 
He must 


knock on once in a while aad take a 
rest ia his tepee. 
A:i uuderstudv is 


necessary to keep t!ie force up to full 
strength. la most cases they are in*t 
trusted with responsible work. 
Iu 


the woods they are choppers, cooks, 
swampers, but never 
teamsters or 


loaders. 
At the mills ia summer they 


are common laborers, car pushers, 
pile loaders, etc.. but seldom aia--h;i:e 
hands, head i>iiers, sawyers or skilled 
men. 
Skilled work thoy do at times, 


but usually in couple^, with a white 
man to act as leader, as ia the lumber 
piles, where three men are "ceded for 
the work. There are exceptions to 
this rule, aud some of the ladiaus 
have shown as intich avtitndo for busi- 
ness as white?, aad tuero are a lev.- oa 
each reservation who are taking con- 
tracts independently aa-d ii«>;ag v.-ell 
:n the loggias; bvssiae.-f1. 
These 
are 


able to get along wlthoiu white help. 
Ia most cases where ambitious Chip- 
pewas have tried conrrartiiiic it has 
bte:i found that tLe cUiei tronbie was 
ia the refusal »f meu of their owa 
race to obey orders or to work for the 
Indian boss as they would for a white 
man. 
Most of the Indian contractors 


have gone broke as tiie result oi just 
this fact. 


About 4-3,000,000 feet of timber are 


being cut this winter ou the ihr<e 
reservation-^ i'i which, these contracts 
have been made bv the Indian tie; art- 
ment. 
In these operations sorae 400 


Indians find as steady employment as 
they are willing to accept. They work 
well when they work at all, and re- 
ceive the s;;;iic wages as whites, from 
820 to s^-1- a month and keep. 
In the 


snma.er nt the i:iii!s they get from tl 
o ;?I.2-3 a dav.—Xew York Sun.
